1. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention features: storage disk control unit comprising serial data transfer means; 
buffer means; storage disk control means; and a buffer management table for 
establishing correspondence between a multiplicity of sectors of a storage disk and a 
group of buffer spaces of said buffer means. 

Closed cited prior art includes: 

US 2006/0109580 (Kisaka et al) teaching detecting rotational position of a 
magnetic disk medium having tracks formed thereon, each track being divided 
into a plurality of sectors to which servo data is written, wherein each track is also 
divided into a plurality of blocks each including one or more of said plurality of 
sectors said one or more sectors being sequentially arranged along said each 
track for sequential reading. 

However, none of the prior art of record teaches or renders obvious the features 
of the claims, specifically: 

setting an unprocessed status flag indicative of said data stored being 
unprocessed for the sector whose data has been stored in its associated buffer 
space; and 
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a sequence of steps also repeated for each of said N sectors in the order 
of the sectors, starting with sector 1, in response to said read request, said 
sequence including steps of 

transferring data, via said serial data transfer means, from a buffer 
space allocated to an associated sector to an external device, on condition 
that an unprocessed status flag is set for that sector, and 

clearing the unprocessed status flag for the sector whose data has 
been transferred from its associated buffer space.
